Instructions have been given by the Department for the discontinuance of the post office 
ov Mist, Ark.,_____.____.__.____. effective __ December 31.1943 and that the money 
order records be forwarded to your office. You will therefore accept the records tendered by the 
postmaster at the discontinued office and give him the proper receipt on the enclosed Form 6475. If 


. the records are not received promptly you should apply to the retiring postmaster for them. 


Filing of the records.—The Registers of Orders Issued and Advices Received and Orders Paid, 
the applications and stubs of issued orders, the advices (paid or unpaid), and coupons are to be 
carefully filed and preserved for reference at your office, which has been designated for that purpose, 
and for the settlement of business pertaining to the office above named. 

Cashing of outstanding orders.—Under the general regulations governing the identification of 
the holders, and the payment of money orders, you will be expected to pay and claim credit for 
payment of any money order drawn upon the discontinued office and duly presented at your office 
within 1 year from the last day of the month of its issue, provided it is free from defects and no 
application for a duplicate has been certified. 

Applications for duplicates.—If an application for a duplicate of a domestic money order issued 
at or drawn on the discontinued office is received, examine the coupons of paid orders of that office, 





- or the application, Form 6001, from which the order was issued, as the case may be, to see if there is 


any record of payment or repayment. If there is none, the application should be certified and for- 
warded in accordance with the instructions on the reverse side of the form. Applications for dupli- 
cates of orders issued at or drawn on offices in Antigua, Bahamas, Barbados, Bermuda, British 


. Guiana, British Honduras, British Virgin Islands, Canada, Canal Zone, Cuba, Dominica, Grenada, 


Jamaica, Montserrat, Nevis, Newfoundland, Philippine Islands, St. Kitts, St. Lucia, St. Vincent, 
Trinidad, and Tobago, should be made on Form 6002, and sent direct to this office. (See Section 


. 1499, Postal Laws and Regulations, 1940.) i 


Applications for warrants.—In case a domestic money order issued at or drawn on the discon- 


tinued office is presented for payment after its period of validity has expired, accept the application 
-of the owner on Form 6003 for a warrant in accordance with Section 1456 of the Postal Laws and 
» ‘Regulations, certify. the ‘form, and forward it, together with the order, to the Third Assistant Post- 
‘master General, Division of Money, Orders, Washington, D. C., * Orders issued at the discontinued 


office for payment in any of ‘the countries named above, or those ‘dbawt i in any of these countries for 


Payment at that office, which are invalid by, reason of age, must be sent to the Third Assistant Post- 
~ master r General, Division of Money Orders; to be validated before payment can be effected. 


Preservation, ¢ of records..-The.registers above mentioned are to be-retained permanenjly at your 


~ office, or until further notice to the contrary. The applications, paid advices, coupons, and stubs, 


after. the. lapse of 3 years from: the.date of issue, may be disposed of as waste paper.
